KENTUCKY'S CRIMINALS. 



The annual report of Colonel Henry 
George. Warden of the State Peniten 
tiary, shows that on November 30th there 
were 1,101 convicts in the institution, as 
compared with 1,101 a year ago. 

Of the 1,156 in confinement. 133 are 
serving life sentences 

Of the 561 convicts received from 
Sheriffs during the year one firth of them 
were under 20 years of age, more than 
one hair were under 25 years of age, and 
four filths of tbem were under 30 years 
of age when received. Of the 561 re 
ceived only one claimed to have a good 
iducation. and 234 had a common educa 
tion, and 326 had none. 

Of the 561 received 429 claimed to have 
been drunk when they committed the 
crimes for which they were sent up, and 
132 claimed to have been sober at the 
time. Of the 561 received 3S4 gave their 
occupation as laborers 

The cost of feeding and clothing the 
prisoners was an average of 14 2 Scents per 
day per convict The net earnings of con 
let labor was |5.83H «>, which only 
lacks fBOl 71 of feeding and clothing 
them for the year. The report also 
shows that while tbe population of Ken 
lucky has increased since 1883 only 230, 
sr 13 3 10 per cent., tbe prison popu- 
lation has increased from 905 in 1S83 to 
714 in 1894. or nearly double in eleven
